been agreed to by M. Witte and B,aron 
Rosen on behalf of Russia. 
Neither 


of the two articles to which M. Witte 
in his reply returned an absolute neg- 
ative was reached. 
The crisis, there- 


fore, is still to come. The three "arti- 
cles" which were disposed of are in 
substance as follows: 


First—Russia's recognition of Jap- 


anese "preponderating influence" and 
special position in Korea, which Rus- 
sia henceforth agrees as outside of her 
sphere of influence,. Japan binding 
herself to recognize the suzerainty of 
the reigning family, but with the right 
to give advice and assistance to im- 
prove the civil' administration of the 
empire. 


Second—Mutual obligation to evac- 


uate Manchuria., each to surrender all 
special privileges in 'that province, 
mutual obligation to respect the ^ter- 
ritorial integrity" of China and to 
maintain the principle of equal oppor- 
tunity for the commerce and industry 
of all nations in that province (open 
door). 


Third—The cession to China of the 


Chinese Eastern railroad from Haibin 
southward. 


In the discussion of the second arti- 


cle (covering the evacuation of Man- 
churia) it is positively stated that 
Russia won a victor^-. Baron Komura, 
so it is declared, wanted to limit the 
obligation to evacuate Manchuria and 
to surrender special privileges in the 
province to Russia, when as M. Witte 
contended that the obligation for evac- 
uation and the surrender of certain 
privileges should be mutual and that 
the evacuation of the troo-is should 
take place concurrently. M. Witte is 
said to have contended that he was 
defending not only the interests of 
Russia but of all the neutral powers. 
On the other hand, the Japanese claim 
not only that they did not resist the 
provision for simultaneous evacuation 
by the troops of both countries, but 
the distinct credit for the strong stip- 
ulations regarding the preservation of 
the territorial integrity of China.

A novel lawsuit and one of great 


interest to men who are working for 
the factories and for oilier employers, 
was commenced Tuesday by Smythe 
& Smythe, attorneys for Robert Rink- 
er, against R. L. Taimcyhill, Eli Wil- 
liams and F. M. Swart/.. 


The petition states that Eli Williams 


is a justice of the peace, having an 
office in an almost inaccessible place 
in Madison township, and that U. L. 
Tanncyhill entered into a contract with 
Williams to evade the exemption laws 
of Ohio and thereby to deprive labor- 
ing men and nieclnnics of their per- 
sonal earnings. The petition alleges 
that Tanncyhill caused to be printed a 
lot of blanks purporting to be wri's 
of attachment 'anil summons which he 
keeps in his office in Newark and that 
he gathers up claims for debt against 
employes who live in Newark and then 
fills up the blanks and .signs the name 
of Eli Williams to them and then de- 
livers them to his office boy (whom 
he designates in the paper as a deput- 
ed constable) to be served upon the 
employer of the man n gainst whom he 
pretends to have a claim, and that the 
time named in the. paper for trial is 
4 o'clock in the evening. The petition 
states that the purpose ot these two 
defendants is to harrass and annoy de- 
fendants and their employers and to 
prevent the defendants from making 
defense against claims which are tin- 
collectable in any legitimate way in 
any proper court. 


The petition states that in pursuance 


of this conspiracy to evade the law 
Tannynill, Williams and Swart/ eanvd 
one of ihe blanks to be filled staling 
a claim in favor of Swartz 
for $8! 


against Rinkcr and caused the same, 
to be delivered to Graef & Bradley, 
liverymen, who are employers o! Rink- 
er, and that thereby Rinkor has boon

The close relation of transportation 


to the business character of a city i? 
something remarkable. 
Within 
the 


one hundred years of Newark's exist- 
ence as an organized town it has been 
equipped in regular rotation, as they 
were proven to be practical, with the 
most up-to-date transportation 
facili- 


ties, both freight and passenger. The 
recent establishment of the internrban 
station on the north side of the Public 
square marked the beginning ot tne 
latest 
of 
the distinct periods 
into 


which the 
city's 
business 
history 


might be divided, regarded from her 
carrying facilities. The first of these 
was the wagon road ,period> followed 
successively by the canal period, the 
steam road period and last by elec- 
tricity. 


From the date of the first settlement 


to the opening of the canal Newark 
developed trom a backwoods 
settle- 


mc'nt to a first-class wagon road, coun- 
ty seat town, whose industries were 
based largely upon her distributing 
ability. About 30 years mark the wag- 
on road time, a sketch of which was 
recently given in the Advocate from 
data furnished by the Hon. William 
M. Cunningham. 


The vehicles upon which the situa- 


tion hinged back in the 20s and 30s 
were stage coaches and connestogas. 
Gonncstogas were big six-horse wag- 
os, with beds like a flatboat bowed 
up at each end and built tight so that 
they would float in fording creeks. 


The horses wore immense leather 


collars and the entire harness was of- 
ten brilliantly decorated with bits of 
polished metal. 


The driver rode the "nigh" wheel 


horse. A span of fine bells was worn 
by one of the leaders to send warning 
music down the way, thus preventing 
oncoming teams from entering.narrow 
places where two vehicles could not 
pass. Teaming grew to become a rec- 
ognized vocation and men followed" it 
regularly for a livelihood, an 
outfit 


bcinp, a regular business investment. 
The trips east would extend as tar as 
New York, generally, however, to Phil- 
adelphia or Baltimore, Md., Newark in- 
terests at an early day having been 
very closely allied with those of the 
latter place. 
This simple system of 


men and horses had to meet old Lick- 
ing's entire demand for conveyance to 
and from the outer world. 


In the fall a Newark merchant would 


want to replenish his stock. 
Wliat 


would he do? He carefully prepared 
for a long saddle journey 
and set 


forth upon a long roimh and winding 
road. 
Rivers must bo forded, lorests 


threaded and even the 
Allegiicnics 


climbed befoie that journey 
ended. 


Following him was a connestoga to 
carry his merchandise back. Business 
thrift and a crude economyof labor for- 
bade that the connostoga travel cast 
empty, therefore prior to his own de- 
parture the mcrchan* arranged a car- 
go of skins furs and leather which 
would be in demand in the east if his 
judgment proved good. 


Arriving after many stages at his 


destination, the new stock 
of store 


merchandise was bought and loaded 
and the pelts disposed of, when Ihe 
outfit traveled slowly back to Newark, 
thus laboriously 
accomplishing 
thr 


work of a few hours service of a Ircight 
car and a telegram. To simply know 
about these 
methods is interesting

Having outlined the possibility fot 


Newark's commerce as indicated bj 
her carrying facilities, it remains t< 
be shown what the natural resources 
of bieking county coupled with th 
brains and energy of her early citi 
zons, accomplished. 


Tanning, as already suggested, be 


came one of the leading industries. 
There were a number of those nois- 
some but useful institutions which en- 
joyed honorable careers. One Colonel 


Davidson,,cojiducted a tannery of con- 
siderable importance on West" Main 
street near the site of MdjjUnney's gro- 
cery. 


This building with its accompanying 


an yard extended south to tho rear 
)f the Adams Express office. Othcrb 
vcre located respectively on the cor- 
ler of Fifth street and West Main, on 
West Main opposite the High School 
juilding,' on the west side of 
South 


Fifth street below the canal, on tha 
canal near the old aqueduct aiidMyers 
alley and near the corner of First and 
Church streets. 


A factory 
for the manufacture of 


spinning wheels was operated near the 
old cemetery by Zachariah Davis. A 
woolen mill near the 
Horn's 
Mill 


bridge helped to complete the import- 
ance of sheep raising. The mineral 
deposits of our hills were touched at 
Mary Ann Furnace, where belched and 
sputtered the famous old blast long 
;ince silent. 
Light stoves for wood 


burning and other light hollow 
iron 


ware wore manufactured at that point. 
In one of her points of production New- 
ark rivaled at one time the iown of her 
sister state, Kentucky. This was in 
he manufacture of liquor. Two brewer- 
es and an ale manufuctorj produced 
their milder drinks, while a number 
of distilleries made genuine old whis- 
ky, though probably ot a more whole- 
some character than most present day 
whisky. The liquor habit as practiced 
then differed largely from the doggery 
method of today. It was mostly jug- 


ed and taken home, to be used at barn 


raisings or other sort of work, where 
it was dealt out in small drinks while 
the men were actively employed and 
in a position more readily to throw 
off its effects. Our informant stated 
that he remembered as a small boy 
having seen another boy carrying a 
jug of whisky about among men en- 
gaged on public work much as a water 
joy would his water jug today. 


Whisky sold for 20 cents a gallon 


retail and as low as 12 cents whole- 
sale. 
A large distillery lived its day 


near the Hale Bower farm, just north- 
east of town, where is a fine spring of 
clear water. 
Another just north of 


the B. & O. shops in the East End, 
the water being piped from a spring 
on the old Penney place. There was 
also a stil] south of town. 


The Dewees and Van Buskirk flour- 


ing mills "were in operadfon 
almost 


from the beginning'of the"'century. A 
factory for the manufacture of sickles 
was built in Union township in 1820. 
Union township also possessed 
two 


ivoolen mills, while Granville township, 
in addition to as many woolen mills, 
also boasted an iron furnace far 1816. 
A scale factory was formerly operated 
by a man named Gibbs at the south- 
west corner of Elmwood avenue and 
Locust streets. 


There yet remains to be mentioned 


a most important 
inclti^ry ami one 


upon which were hinged J.o a greater 
or less extent the wellfarc 
of the 


others, namely, the hostlery and fetable 
business. 


• The Public square during the wagon 


road period consisted principally of a 
succession ot the quaint but comfort- 
able hostleries of the 
day. 
A big. 


commodious stable immed'iately in tbe 
rear was an absolute necessity 
for 


stage horses and the beasts of trav- 
lers journeying through by menus of 
their own horse power. 
The fa<M that 


everyone passing through was of ne- 
cessity with his conveyance obliged to 
have quarters for the night at the 
nd of each day's stage gave tho hotel 
business as an industry a position of 
relative importance far beyond the one 
it enjoys today, sleeping cars and din- 
ing cars and steam lessening wonder- 
fully the necessity tor roadside accom- 
modations.

PRESENT YEAR 


Harvest On the Whole Will Be Satis- 


factory—Foreign Crop Report 


Is Just Issued. 


"Washington, Aug. 15.—Tho foreign 


crop report to the department of agri- 
culture announces that "in the coun- 
tries of the largest production the 
crops of the principal bread grains 
can not be called abundant, but on a 
general survey of the field it seems 
probable that the harvest of 1905 will 
not on the whole be a bad one." 
In 


Great Britain and Ireland the area un- 
der wheat is estimated at 1,800.000 
acres and the yield at G3.000.000 bush- 
els, or S3 bushels to in? acre, against 
an area last year of I/JOO.OOO acres 
and yield of :{!>.OtiO.OOO bushels, or less 
than 28 bushels pur acre. The area 
under wheat in Manitoba and the 
northwest territorip.s is fully 10 per 
cent larger than ever before. In Ar- 
gentina there is a good crop outlook, 
and the area of winter grain appears 
to be much larger than last year. In 
Australia the outlook appears more 
promising than in 10 years. 
Despite 


unfavorable weather reports, the out- 
look in Germany last month seemed 
fair. In Russia the crop prospects re- 
mained 
generally 
satisfactory, 
the 


winter cereals promising nearly and 
the spring cereals above an average 
yield.

persons are banished to Siberia can- 
not be disputed, and this unfortunate 
state of affairs owes its existence to 
what is known all over Russia 
as 


'administrative process." 


'•Administrative process" allows of 


any person, man, woman or child, 
who is arrested on suspicion, to be 
sent into exile on an order from the 
minister of the interior for a short 
term or for life to any part of Siberia. 


Persons arrested on suspicion and 


exiled may be genuinely suspicious 
persons, or they may be quite inno- 
cent of any intention to break 
the 


laws. 


For 
instance, 
during the 
early 


stages of the 
Russo-Japanese 
war 


half a dozen young men and three 
girls were arrested in Moscow while 
reading and discussing 
a 
political 


work by a Russian writer. Without 
any form of trial they were, under 
this "administrative process," exiled 
to the mines. 


On arriving at Tomsk the unfortu- 


nate exiles were forced to walk 
to 


Irkutsk, the capital 
of Eastern Si- 


beria. 


The distance between the two towns 


is 1,040 miles, and the exiles, whether 
young or old, are always expected to 
travel at the rate of CO miles a week. 


Irkutsk is tne destination of many 


of Russia's exiles; but the party of 
young people we are referring 
to 


were driven on to the mines of Kara, 
some 700 miles 
farther 
east. 
The 


mines here are gold ones, and are the 
personal property of the C/.ar, 
and 


the young men of this party are now 
assisting in working them; but what 
is the fate of their 
early comrades 


can only be conjectured. 


The unfortunate, man ' or 
woman 


who is sent to Yakutsk rarely lives 
to return. This place is but a few 
degrees sovth of the 
Arctic 
Circle, 


and the only buildings it boasts of 
are rude huts, principally roofed with 
mud. 


The 
revolutionary 
Leo 
Detitsch, 


who served 16 vears in Siberia, tells 
us that he spent several years in the 
"primeval 
wilderness" of 
Yakutsk. 


Here, he says, in 1SS9. were some 
young men and girls who were to he 
deported 
farther northward. There 


were school girls among them under 
16 years of age. 


The Vice Governor has given orders

without delay, and a guard told them 
to betake themselves to the

Fearing that they were to be sent to

shamed savage Russia. The soldiers 
flubbed the young men and girls with 
the butts of their rifles, stabbed them

think that human beings should be at 
the mercy of the savage soldiers in 
the employ of the Czar. 


While Leo Dcutsch was at Yakutsk 


a woman, by name Nadycshda Sigida 
was flogged to death. She was alleged 
to have assaulted the 
commandant,

Governor-General 
ordered 


that she should be subjected to cor- 
poral punishment. Sigida was. there- 
fore, flogged, dying alter the last blow 
had fallen upon her back.
